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Tut New York (Fanwood) Insti- 
tution has suffered a great loss by the 
death of the president of its Board 
of Directors, who passed away after 
an illness of ten days of pneumonia 
on Saturday night, December 13th, at 
at the age of seventy-eight years. 

He was devoted to the educational 
i nt , the deaf, and for over 

thirty years had been actively 

ifcd with the Board of Dfa 
the Fanwood School. He was elected 
a Director on May 17th, 1808. and 
from 1899 to 1920 was a memlK-r of 
the Committee of Instruction. From 
the year 1900 for the succeeding 
twenty years, he was a valued 1 1 

the Law Committee. He became 
Secretary of the Board on May 21st, 
1912, and gave seven years of careful 
service in that important office, when 
he retired to become First Vice-Presi- 
dent, to which Office he was elected in 
1919, He assumed the presidency in 
1921, giving faithful and unremitting 
attention to all the multifarious 
problems of the school, until released 
by death on the 13th of the present 
month. 

He was a familiar figure at all the 
public meetings at the school, was 
kindly towards the pupils and friendly 
to all, and his frequent visits were free 
from that pomposity which often 
accompanies high office and acknow- 
ledged position of greatness. The 
sorrow for his death by the entire 
personnel of the Fanwo<xi School is 
deep and sin< I

Last week we mentioned the sud- 
den and serious illness of M. Henri 
Gaillard, who with his lovely and intel- 
ligent wife recently attended the N'a- 
ial Convention of the Deaf at 
Buffalo, and will be remembered by 
the thousands of deaf people present 
that occasion. In European circles 
he is well known and admired, not only 
his persistent work for the welfare 
of the deaf, but because of the wonder- 
ful acumen displayed in the cause of 
the children of silence. He was entire- 
ly broken down by overwork in their 
rests, and if the stoppage of his 
fruitful service is more than temporary, 
they will be the losers. Not since the 
days of Berthier and Dusuwau have 
the deaf had such a champion. The 
deaf of the entire civilzed world will 
hope and pray for his complete re- 
ry. 
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Deaf man is hero and is presented 
a life-saving medal for rescuing a con- 
panion by the name of Walter Lloyd, 
nineteen, who tried to swim across a 
slough near St. Helens, Ore., on the 
Columbia River. The hero is George 
Ebersaul, nineteen years old, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Ebersaul, of 
Kidgefield, Wash., and the medal was 
obtained from the Portland Y.C.M.A. 
A public program was held by the 
Pioneer Grange at Ridgefield to wit 
ness the presentation. George lost his 
hearing eight or nine years ago, while 
suffering an attack of spinal menin- 
gitis. He is considered an expert lip- 
reader. He attended the deaf school 
at Salem for several years. Mr. Eber- 
saul, the youth's father, will make an 
effort to obtain a Carnegie medal for 
the boy's bravery. Young Lloyd, who 
was drowning at the time he was res- 
cued, was also nineteen year 
Mr. Everett Harding, physical director 
at the Y. M. C. A., presented the hero 
with the medal.

Dobson stated 
that through these two agencies it 

has been possible for the deaf to 

make the present unemployment 
situation practically a neglible factor 
to their kind.

Gallaudet, Hei emotion, so deli- 
cately displayed, was so real and her 
words so reverent, that lapture held 
the audience.

Liability 



Mrs. IVtra F. Howard, Qiii 
the Division for the Deaf in the State 
Commission of Labor and lndusti 
has called to our attention a fact that 
should prove favorable- to the empi 
mem of deal workers. The records of 
the Commission show that during the 
biennial period there was but one i 
of an accident to a deaf worker calling 
uion. The official who 
compiles the statistics called M 

aid's attention to this matter, and 
he said that among hearing workers 
the ratio is one injury to every tvventy- 
ive workers. Considering that there 
are some hundreds of deaf vvori 
throughout the state in various occupa- 
tions, the showing is remarkable. Of 
cours mce must be made for the 

fact that the deaf are not employed 
in certain extra -hazardous vocations, 
but even se> the ratio is extrenn 
Thei n. From childhood 

the deaf are habituated to direct their 
actions and guard against danger by 

tght alone; therefore they are 
naturally more watchful of surround- 
ing conditions than hearing |xe>ple 
Deaf workers keep their eyes on the 
jobs, and their attention is not diverted 
by unexpected or unusual sounds 

\\d them. We think that the 
above lad, which has official backing, 
may be used to advantage in convinc- 
ing doubting employers of labor that 
they assume no extra liability if they 
employment to deaf workers. — 
Minnesota Companion.
